. Dissolved by Treaty. 


‘fhe Tribunal, in their decision, 
said it was gommon: ground that 
the contract of guarantee was 
dissolved by Article 299 '(a) of 
the Treaty of Versafllos as from 
August 4, 1914. In aecordance 
avith. thelr decision in’ Dresdner 


{Bank v. August Ries (Recueil VI, 


p. G21), sums advanced by the 
claimants to Wlesinger after that 
ante could not be regarded . as 
“pecuniary obligations” arising 
oul of the dissolved gunrantec, 
The only “pecuniary obligation” 
excapted ‘from the dissolution of 
the contract of guarantee was the 
amount owing by Wiesinger to the 
claimants on. the date of the dis- 
dolution, and the defendants were 
under the guarantee Hable to pay 
this amount except to the extent, 
if any, to which it had not Inter 
been’ pald off. by Wiesinger, or 
otherwise, cxtinguished, .
